G. H. Carter to Confer With Paper Division 


Federal Trade Commissioner William B. Colver, as chief 
of the paper division of the War Industries Board appeared 
the latter part of last week before the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Printing to tell the members of the committee 
the present status of things, and also what he hoped to ac- 
complish in his work with the paper division. 

As a result of the conference,-the Joint Committee has 
instructed George H. Carter, for many years clerk of the 
committee, and more or less familiar with the paper situation, 
to “confer and advise” with the division. In other words, it 


is supposed that Mr. Carter will serve in about the same 
capacity with the committee as will F. C. Clark, of the paper 
laboratory, Bureau of Standards. 

Guy V. Norwood, who has been handling paper for the 
General Supply Committee for several years is also to serve 
in a similar capacity with the division on behalf of the General 
Supply Committee, which purchases the paper for the execu- 
tive departments here in Washington. 

It is also understood that the Joint Congressional Committee 
will write a letter within the next few days suggesting to the 
Public Printer that he appoint a representative on the division. 
It is probable, it is believed, that Purchasing Agent Moores 
will be the man appointed to represent 
Printing Office.

Important Meetings with Paper Trade 


Secretary Ridgway, of the National Paper Trade Association, 
and a number of paper jobbers were here today in executive ses- 
sion with officials of the pulp and paper division of the War In- 
dustries Board. The question taken up with the jobbers, as with 
others who have been meeting here, has been that of paper con- 
servation, production, and the elimination of waste. The jobbers, 
and others, are also being told the exact situation as to railroad 
tonnage and coal shortage to be faced and what can be expected 
the coming winter. 

A number of conferences were held last week by officials of 
the section with paper consumers of all kinds, and in addition 
to the jobbers, writing paper manufacturers and label manufac- 
turers are being called into conference. 

On Wednesday the Government purchasing agents will have a 
conference with the division officials, and on Thursday the War 
Service Committee of the eastern box board manufacturers will 
be here, on Friday the National Federation of Box Manufacturers, 
and on Saturday the writing tablet manufacturers will be given 
a chance to hear the same tale. 

Of course, all of these meetings are executive, but it is under- 
stood that practically the same matters are being taken up with 
each group, save that the matter is discussed from the standpoint 
of the group in the conference.

TO FOX RIVER VALLEY PAPERS 


Where Situation Is Well Appreciated Publishers Express the 
Opinion That Comparatively Low Price Named by the 
Federal Trade Commission Will Tend to Discourage the 
Production of News Print Paper—State That New 
Price Named by the Commission Will Not Permit of a 
Profit Commensurate with the Risks Involved—Fox River 
Envelope Company Begins Operations. 


Appleton, Wis., June 25, 1918—Newspaper publishers of 
the Fox River Valley, conversant with the print paper situa- 
tion, do not hail as a victory the action of the Federal Trade 
Commission in granting an increase of only ten cents per 
hundred pounds for print paper to manufacturers. While pub- 
lishers in all parts of the country expressed their glee when 
the commission, in agreement with two of the largest paper 
manufacturers in the country, fixed a price of $3.10 for roll 
paper in carload lots, publishers here feel that the low price 
will tend to discourage the production of print paper at a time 
when its manufacture should be stimulated. Well informed 
newspapermen know that with the high cost of raw material 
and the high wages now demanded, a maximum price of $3.10 
does not permit of a profit commensurate with the risks 
involved. 

It is true that the agreement does not affect all paper manu- 
acturers, but the fact that some of the largest companies in 
he nation have signed this agreement will serve as a deter- 
.ent to higher prices desired by other manufacturers. 
Publishers here are well acquainted with the gravity of the 
situation. They realize that the production of print paper is 
falling off monthly and surplus stocks are rapidly disappearing. 
In their minds it is only a question of time when paper allot- 
ments will be necessary to conserve the supply. They believe 

that higher prices would have encouraged the production of 
print paper and a famine in paper would not threaten. 

Chicago publishers have advanced the price of their Sunday 
editions to ten cents and at the same time increased the num- 

ber of pages. One Chicago paper consumed fifty carloads of 
paper in its Sunday edition a week ago. Publishers here be- 
lieve that the paper trade and publishers would have been 
better served if the Chicago publishers had reduced the size 
of their papers, rather than increase the price, to meet the 
steadily increasing cost of newspaper production. 

Wisconsin paper mills are still experiencing a period of 
prosperity. Business is booming and a majority of the mills 
now have enough work on hand to keep the mills running until 
late in the fall. Print paper manufacturers cannot begin to 
keep up with their orders because of the large number of mills 
which have discontinued the manufacture of print and the big 
increase in the demand for the paper. 

Wages have never 
and help is scarce. 


been higher than they are at present 
High school students are receiving from 
30 to 45 cents an hour for common labor and they are not 
satisfied. No labor troubie is threatened, however. 

Prosperity apparently is affecting manufacturers of all kinds 
of paper stock. Manufacturers of high grade paper assert they 
cannot keep up with their orders and mills manufacturing 
cheaper grades are endeavoring to put on larger crews to keep 
up with the demands. Scarcity of labor prevents expansion of 
plants to take care of the increased demand. 

High wages paid by paper mills are attracting men from 
other lines, with the result that the labor scarcity in the Fox 
River valley is acute. Even saloonkeepers are closing out in 
order to accept positions in paper mills. 


Fox River Valley Envelope Company Starts 
Operations have begun at the new plant of the Fox River 
Valley Envelope Company at Oshkosh. J. Howard Godshall, 
who has had charge of the Oshkosh Paper Box Company for 
a number of years, has been engaged as general manager of 
the envelope company, but he will still retain his connection 
with the paper box concern. The company now employs about 
a dozen hands, but it is planned to increase this number to 
forty or fifty within the next few months. The company’s 
plant was formerly located at Neenah, but because of better 

opportunities for expansion it was moved to Oshkosh. 


Stevens Point Opposed to Acid in River 


An interesting question has been placed before the Common 
Council of Stevens Point following the discovery that acids 
poured into the river by the sulphate mills at Mosine are ruin- 
ing clam shells in the Wisconsin river. Stevens Point has been 
laboring for months in an effort to purify its water supply and 
alleged experts assert that a pure supply will be impossible as 
long as the sulphate mills are permitted to put refuse into the 
river. They assert that if the acids eat holes through clam 
shells at the bottom of the river it will surely destroy the 
linings of human stomachs. Feeling against the paper mills is 
said to be bitter among residents of Stevens Point. 


J. L. Fieweger Remembers Poor 


The sum of $1,000 was bequeathed to the poor of Menasha 
in the will of the late Joseph L. Fieweger of Menasha, ad- 
mitted to probate in the Winnebago County Court last week. 
Mr. Fieweger was one of the stockholders in the Lakeside 
Paper Company. The estate amounted to about $85,000 and 
the major portion was bequeathed to his widow. Quite large 
sums were left to his children and smaller were 
members of the household.

To Start Work on Peshtigo Mill at Once 
It is reported that work on the new sulphite mill at Peshtigo 
will be started at once and sulphite production will be started 
in three months. The ground has been staked out and old 
buildings on the property are now being dismantled, prepara- 
tory to starting work on the new buildings. 


Paper Men in Politics 

The political pot in Wisconsin, which is beginning to sim- 
mer, apparently is attracting a number of prominent paper 
manufacturers. It has been learned that Walter Alexander of 
Wausau, one of the heavy stockholders in the Marathon Paper 
Mills and the Wausau Sulphate Fibre Company, has the guber- 
natorial bug in his bonnet and is being boomed by his friends 
for republican nomination for governor. If he decides to enter 
the race he will probably be opposed by E. L. Philipp, who is 
now serving his second term as chief executive of Wisconsin. 

Judson G. Rosebush, president of the Patten Paper Com- 
pany, undoubtedly will be an important factor in Wisconsin’s 
political field next autumn because of his connection with the 
Wisconsin Loyalty Legion, which has announced its intention 
of fighting candidates for Congress whose loyalty is under 
suspicion.

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CANADIAN NEWS PRINT PRICE 
ANNOUNCEMENT IS EXPECTED 


Now That the Price in America Has Been Advanced $2.00 
Per Ton a Similar Advance at Least, It is Expected, 
Will Be Made in Canada—In Some Quarters, However, 
It Is Assumed That the American Price Will Become a 
Continental One, As It Is Determined on Cost Factors 
Based on Canadian as Well as American Experience— 


Price of Pulp Wood Decreases. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

MontTREAL, Que., June 24, 1918.—It is expected that the decision 
of the Federal Trade Commission, fixing a price of $62 per ton 
for news print in the United States, will be followed almost im- 
mediately by the announcement of a price for Canada, as action 
by Controller Pringle has been deferred for some time pending 
the results of the inquiry in the United States. Mr. Pringle, how- 
ever, has given out a statement that the present figures will hold 
till July 1, when it “may” be extended till the end of August, by 
which time the investigation will be complete and a definite price 
announced. The interim price in effect in Canada is $57 a ton, 
as against $60 per ton in the United States. Now that the Ameri- 
can price has been advanced $2 a ton, it is presumed that at least 
a similar advance will take place in Canada. In some quarters, 
however, it is held that the American price may become a con- 
tinental price, as it is determined on cost factors based on Cana- 
dian as well as American experience. 

The collective attitude of the paper makers here cannot be 
stated until they have got together, but disappointment is ex- 
pressed in some quarters, as $65 had been spoken of as a probable 
minimum. On the whole, the price may perhaps be considered as 
reasonably favorable to the large producers in Canada, but there 
is no hiding the fact that it will mean hardship for the smaller 
mills, 

It is stated that under the new price the average big mill in 
Canada will have a margin of about $11 a ton at the least. For 
a company like the Spanish River, with an output well on to 
500 tons a day, and for mills like the Laurentide and Abitibi, 
which are in the 200-ton class, the selling price now allowed them 
in the United States should be at least encouraging. If the price 
is sufficient to keep the industry going in the United States, then 
the Canadian mills will get along with it. One important factor 
in the new quotations is that they are on an f. o. b. basis, so the 
burden of the 25 per cent. rate increase on American railroads is 
passed on from the Canadian manufacturer to the American con- 
sumer. Further, they are retro-active to April 1, so that the mills 
will collect $2 a ton extra on shipments made from that date. 

The stock markets in Canada are moving very cautiously about 
expressing an opinion on the new paper prices as affecting pulp 
and paper securities. However, after a period of uncertainty, 
the market seems to have decided that the news was mildly favor- 
able, and prices advanced slightly. 


New Bleached Sulphite Mill

The Consumption of News Print 


The renewed appeal of the Federal Trade Commission to reduce 
the consumption of news print in the United States is interesting 
here, in view of a statement going the rounds of the papers to 
the effect that the consumption of news print is increasing more 
rapidly than the production. The Financial News Bureau sends 
out the statement to the exchanges: “The consumption of paper 
is increasing very rapidly, more especially the consumption of 
news print. It is believed that this increase will continue as the 
United States becomes more and more interested in the war 
through engagements in which American troops will take part. 
As an illustration is mentioned the circumstance that some of the 
New York dailies put out eight editions in a single day during 
the recent Atlantic coast raid. To meet this increased consump- 
tion of news print there should be a large increase in produc- 
tion. This, according to a statement made in well-posted quar- 
ters, cannot take place. It is practically impossible to obtain 
new pulp and paper making machinery. It is true that some of 
the mills have recently been equipped in Canada, or at least their 
equipment is proceeding and is practically assured within the pres- 
ent year, but in one of the most prominent instances in mind the 
machinery was ordered a year or two years ago and is only now 
being delivered.” 

New Mill Is Satisfactory 


Production of sulphite pulp at the new plant of the Ha! Ha! 
Bay Sulphite Company, on the Saguenay, is proceeding satisfac- 
torily. The company is now shipping four cars a day regularly 
to the United States. 

The Price of Pulp 

The price of ground wood pulp has fallen here to from $23 to 
$25 per ton, owing to an increase in production consequent on 
heavy rains which have brought rivers up to normal again, and 
permitted a maximum use of water powers for grinding. Inci- 
dentally, the heavy rains have brought out the last of the Spring 
drives which were lingering up the rivers. It would now appear 
that a plentiful supply of pulp wood is assured for the season. 
The greatest problem now is labor, which is becoming increas- 
ingly scarce. In addition there is considerable restlessness among 
the ranks of the workers, and demands are being made right and 
left for higher wages. Thus the situation is an anxious one, 
despite a temporary easiness in the market for ground wood pulp. 


No Decision Yet in Canadian Price 
[BY TELEGRAPH TO THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Ottawa, Ont., June 25, 1918.—Commissioner Pringle will not 
comment on the possibility of American news print price affecting 
Canadian price. “I am not going to make any determination of 
price for Canada on basis of what Federal Trade Commission has 
said unless reports from accountants now engaged in getting at 
rock bottom cost of news print at several mills show higher cost,” 
said Mr. Pringle. He stated that he would not change the pre- 
vailing price of 2.85 cents. Laurentide, Price Bros., Donnaconna 
and Fort Francis mills have already been investigated. 

“It’s up to manufacturers and publishers,” said Mr. Pringle. 
“If they have any more evidence to bring before me I am ready 
to hear them.” There will probably be a sitting of commission 
in next two weeks.

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PAPER MEN WANT MIAMI CANAL 
MADE INTO BARGE WATERWAY 


Major Geo. B. Fox, Well Known Paper Manufacturer, Says 
That Barge Canal of the Same Cross Section Capacity as 
the Erie Canal of New York State Would Handle 
Twenty-two Million Tons of Freight Annually—Paper 
Manufacturers of the Cincinnati Sub District to Meet 
Wednesday, June 26, to Discuss Matter of Pooling In- 
terests for the Government Under the War Industries. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Dayton, Ohio, June 24, 1918—A meeting of 
facturers was held at the Butler County Country Club the lat- 
ter part of last week at which considerable sentiment devel- 
oped in favor of converting the Miami & Erie canal into a 


paper manu- 


barge waterway. 

One of the principal speakers at the meeting was Major 
George B. Fox of Lockland, veteran paper manufacturer, who 
stated that a barge canal of the same cross-section capacity as 
the Erie canal of New York State would handle twenty-two 
million tons of freight annually, which would be twice the 
amount of all of the coal tonnage now passing through the 
Miami valley. He also stated that the manufacturers of the 
valley had expended in freight costs, which might have been 
saved with a canal, sufficient money to pay for the barge im- 
provement. 

It was stated on reliable authority, at the meeting of the 
manufacturers, that the Welty bill providing for the survey of 
the canal from Cincinnati to Defiance, Ohio, would certainly 
be favorably reported to the House of Représentatives. The 
survey from Chicago to Defiance, the other branch of the 
waterway which will be included in the Miami & Erie im- 
provement, had already been made. 

In order to arouse the proper interest in the matter, the 
manufacturers decided to have five thousand copies of a circu- 
lar prepared by Judge Hosea of Cincinnati, setting forth the 
advantages of the barge canal, printed and distributed 
throughout the Miami Valley. Great interest was manifested in 
the enterprise. 

Paper Men to Consider Matter of Pooling 

Paper manufacturers of the Cincinnati sub-district of the 
region of Cincinnati, which includes those in the southern part 
of the Miami Valley, will meet at 1:30 P. M., Wednesday, June 
26, at which time the matter of pooling interests for the Gov- 
ernment under the war industries board will be fully discussed. 
Twenty-four paper men will be present to elect a committee 
to represent the industry in the council and a chairman will be 
chosen. He will be a member of the governing committee. 
The Beckett Paper Company in Hamilton has been requested 
to take charge of the preliminaries and to urge all to attend. 
Hamilton, Lockland, Middletown, Franklin and other towns 
will be represented. 

Factory Representatives Meet 

Representatives of nearly 200 Dayton factories and mills met 
at the Greater Dayton Association last week and appointed a 
committee to confer with a similar committee from Clark, 
Preble, Miami, Darke and Greene counties, which with this 
county (Montgomery) comprise the Dayton district of the 
Tenth region. Secretary John T. Nielson explained the for- 
mation of twenty regions throughout the United States to co- 
ordinate the industries for the benefit of the nation, eliminat- 
ing all non-essentials and producing only those required by the 
Government for the prosecution of the war by the pooling of 
resources. 








Later in the week the members of the region from the coun- 
ties other than Montgomery met in this city and appointed a 
committee to co-operate with Daytonians. It was decided 
owing to the large number of important industries in Spring- 
field that Clark county be permitted to form a district of its 
own and a number of the most prominent manufacturers of 
that thriving city were named on the committee. Other meet- 
ings will be held in the near future before all details are ar- 
ranged. In the meantime questionaires will be filled out show- 
ing the resources of this section of the country. 


Straw Crop to Be Harvested Early 


Ohio is having an unusually early wheat harvest, which 
means the straw crop for straw paper manufacturers will be 
ready in good time. Secretary of Agriculture Shaw reported 
80 per cent of the wheat is shock this week. In Preble county, 
located west of this (Montgomery) county will be gathering 
the sheaves in a few days, which will be ten days earlier than 
usual. Considerable wheat was cut this week, however, in this 
section of Ohio and reports from other districts are that the 
harvest will be early and that the yield is extraordinarily large. 
The quality of straw is excellent. 

One of the features of the harvesting in the counties com- 
prising the famed Miami Valley, concededly one of the richest 
agricultural sections of the country, was the spirit of co-opera- 
tion shown in harvesting the crop. Some of the employees of 
the Champion Coated Paper Mills at Hamilton went to a farm 
near that city early in the evening and worked until long after 
9 o’clock in asststing to shock wheat. This task required only 
a few hours’ time, but their work was greatly appreciated as 
the entire job was quickly completed. An incident is related 
of another party of mill workers who assisted on June 21, the 
longest day in the year when the sun did not set until 9 P. M. 


Head of Mercantile Corporation Speaks on Advertising 


Howard F. Marston, of the Mercantile Corporation and 
president of the Dayton Advertising Club, addressed the Mem- 
bers’ Council of the Greater Dayton Association, at the 
Phillips House at the noon luncheon last week on the funda- 
mentals of advertising. As one of the principal workers in the 
sale of thrift stamps and Liberty bonds, Mr. Marston showed 
what can be accomplished by well-driected advertising. He 
has taken full advantage of the opportunities offered in push- 
ing publicity for the Government and in the prosecution of the 
war, 

While Mr. Marston did not say so, it is known that Mont- 
gomery conuty is leading the state in the sale of thrift stamps 
and certificates. He recently’ visited state headquarters 
in Columbus and made an investigation as to the progress of the 
sale throughout the State. Dayton is proving to be a leader in 
the patriotic work. 


Car Strike Inconveniences Factories 


On account of the strike of carmen on the City Street Rail- 
way line, the Dayton Street railway, the Oakwood, the city 
branch of the Ohio Electric and Peoples Railway company, in- 
cluding their different branches, the mill and factory forces of 
Dayton found themselves greatly inconvenienced and more 
than 10 per cent of the working forces failed to show up. This 
interfered with the output of many establishments, affecting 
particularly the war contracts. 


Fire Damages Paper at Colin Gardner Paper Company 


Valuable paper stock was endangered while considerable fin- 
ished paper was damaged during a fire in the basement of the 
Colin Gardner Paper Company at Middletown last week. The 
paper damage was caused by water as it was necessary to turn 
on several lines of hose to extinguish the blaze. A disastrous 
fire luckily was avoided.

Annual Gathering of the Cooperative Association of Well 
Known Firm Is a Great Success in Every Respect—Ob- 
ject of the Association Is to Enable Better Assistance to 
Be Rendered to the Boys and Women of the Company 
Who Have Entered the Service of the Country and to 
Render Assistance to Members Who Are Sick or Suffer 
Accident—3.10c. Price Not Favorably Regarded.

Watertown, N. Y., June 24, 1918.—The annual dinner of Knowl- 
ton Brothers Co-operative Association, held Sunday afternoon on 
the top floor of building No. 6 of the local plant, was a decided 
success. More than 150 members of the association, which is made 
up of officials and employes of the paper company, assembled in the 
large improvised banquet hall, which was cleared of paper rags 
and rolls and specially decorated for the occasion. Speeches, songs 
and special numbers formed the program, which was interspersed 
between courses. 

President Charles L. Klages of the association explained the 
purpose of the organization as being to better assist and serve the 
boys and women of the company who have entered the service of 
the country and render assistance to members who are sick or 
suffer accident. This dinner was in honor of the members who 
are now in the service. 

A special table decorated with American flags and illuminated 
with red, white and blue incandescent lights, with cut flowers in 
the middle, occupied one corner of the hall. The chairs were empty 
but the names of the eleven members who had joined the service 
of the country and gone to war were on the honor roll suspended 
above the table. 

Names on the Honor Roll 

On this honor roll were the following names: James Jarvis, Miss 
Sophie Lefebvre, Hiram Presley, Victor Prior, John Soper, Alex- 
ander Vilvane, John Walrath, Clarence Cornaire, Way Clarke, 
Alfred Cory and Herbert Brownell. 

The entire hall was encircled with the Stars and Stripes. In 
one corner was an illuminated “K,” the company trade mark in a 
circle, and draped with a large flag. Back of the temporary stage, 
in front of the speaker’s table, was “Kamargo Mills” in large relief. 


President Klages Outlines Purpose 

President Klages outlined the origin and purpose of the asso- 
ciation and called upon Willis H. Howes, vice-president of the 
company, as the first speaker. 

He spoke of the community interest which existed among the 
employees and employers, which he commended. He spoke of the 
war and the united patriotic interest that was being shown by all 
the members of the company and employees when they had voted 
to sacrifice the pleasures of the annual outing this year and give the 
money to war work. That all had done their part in buying Lib- 
erty Bonds, Savings Stamps and contributing to Red Cross and 
similar activities. The only great object seems to be the winning 
of the war. 

“Knowlton Brothers have subscribed to several issues of Liberty 
Bonds and ability to pay depends upon the running of this mill,” 
he said. “We have fair assurance that we can run if other paper 
mills are able to do so. We are practising economy in the salaries 
of officers and not an increase has been made since this war started. 
We must know what every pound of paper costs and we must be 
prepared to assist our Government and Allies to win this war.” 


Association in Flourishing Condition 
Treasurer Harry Eggleston reported that the Association was 


organized last January and that since that time practically every 
man and woman in the employ of the company had joined. That 
there are now 130 members in good standing with a substantial 
balance in the treasury. He mentioned boxes and presents sent the 
members in the service. 

The main speaker of the occasion was Rev. Darwin F. Pickard, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church. 


Rev. Mr. Pickard Makes Fine Address 


“This is a very unusual kind of a gathering, and there are not 
many similar cases in the country where employers and employees 
gather in such an atmosphere,” he began. “It is not often that you 
will find the spirit of friendship that exists in this company. 

“This is the sort of atmosphere out of which come the best re- 
sults. If there are suspicions and jealousies among the employees 
and the employers are cold, the employees only try to see how 
much they can accomplish to earn their wages. It is not natural 
for a man to do his best. But in an atmosphere where there is 
co-operation and high regard for employers and fellow workers 
the best work is done. This mill has the best working atmosphere 
of any in the city. It is brought about partly by the character of 
the employers and the employed. 

“Three things are made here. First, paper—a bare product. In 
this mill you have the advantage of seeing the raw material trans- 
formed into the finished product before your eyes. This is an 
advantage, as it saves the monotony of work found in the con- 
tinuous operation on just one detail of manufacture without ever 
seeing the finished product. 

“In the second place your livelihood is made here. 
passed without much comment. 

“Character is the third thing made here. It is not made by 
preaching or teaching but by a work of faithfulness, fidelity and 
honor. I would rather have it said of me ‘There goes a man’ than 
to be called unmanly. I see real character before me, and real 
character is something that can be recognized at sight.” 


Other Speakers 

Henry M. Brown, chairman of the county war saving stamp 
committee, explained the campaign that is being made in the sale 
of these stamps and distributed pledge cards. 

James C. McCormack, an official of the office, led in the singing 
of all the latest patriotic songs during the dinner. Mrs. James 
Stuart presided at the piano. 

James Stuart, a second Harry Lauder, was kept on the platform 
most of the time in his realistic Scotch songs and monologues. He 
was roundly applauded for his work.

$3.10 Price Not Favorably Regarded 


It is not believed by news print manufacturers in this section 
that the price of $3.10 per hundred upon news print paper, which 
was fixed by Federal order, will ever be made effective. The gen 
eral opinion seems to prevail that the paper cannot be manufac- 
tured under present conditions and sold at that figure. 

G, H. P. Gould, president of the Gould Paper Company at Lyons 
Falls and of the Donnacona Paper Company mills in Canada, a 
signer of the Government agreement, was interviewed on the sub- 
ject. He admitted that at present the demand seems to exceed the 
supply and that some manufacturers were declining to fill orders 
offered because of a lack of production, but he denied that the price 
set by the Government was the cause of the refusal to take orders. 

“That order under the agreement is subject to appeal, and while 
I know of no definite steps being taken to that end, I have no doubt

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ANNUAL SHUT DOWN TO BEGIN 
AT HOLYOKE MILLS AUGUST 2 


Headgates Will Be Opened Again by Power Company August 
5—Is Expected That the Mills Will as Usual This Year 
Make Many Minor Repairs During the Shutdown—Paper 
Concerns Issue Financial Statements—George W. For- 
rester, Formerly Superintendent of the American Writing 
Paper Company, Has Been Commissioned a Second 
Lieutenant in Aviation Section. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Hotyoke, Mass., June 24, 1918.—The annual shut down for 
Holyoke’s many paper mills this year comes on August 2, ac- 
cording to notification sent out by the Holyoke Water Power 
Company to the manufacturers and all lessees. Closing 
August 2, the mills will not reopen again until August 5. The 
date of the shutdown is always anxiously awaited by the thou- 
sands of paper mill operatives so that they may plan their 
vacations accordingly. 

On account of the fine business conditions the manufac- 
turers this year will probably not be so anxious for the shut- 
down, since some of the mills, notably the American Writing 
Paper Company, have orders on their books that will keep the 
mills hustling for some months to come. As has always been 
che case, the manufacturers will doubtless avail themselves of 
this opportunity to make minor repairs about the plants that 
could not be attended to while the plants are being operated. 

The notice sent out by the Holyoke Water Power Company 
is as follows: 

“To afford the customary annual opportunity for extended 
repairs, and for new work of the kind which requires the canals 
to be empty, we shall close the headgates and begin to draw 
the water from all canals at 6 o’clock A. M. from Friday, Au- 
gust 2, and shall expect to have them full again at 6 o’clock 
A. M., Monday, August 5. We urge upon you the necessity of 
availing yourself of this occasion to thoroughly inspect and 
make all necessary repairs to your hydraulic equipment.”

that an appeal will be taken before the rule becomes effective.” 
Asked if he thought the price too low, he answered that it cer- 
tainly did not leave much profit. 

He was told that report had it that some manufacturers were 
being offered as high as $3.75 for news print. “I believe it is un- 
wise to ask or accept such a price as that. It was the charging of 
$4.50 and $5 a hundred last year that caused the trouble.” 

A report that Mr. Gould had sold his Donnacona mill, which 
gained circulation here, was denied by him. 


A Plan to Conserve Coal 


Some of the paper mills in this section have adopted a novel 
plan which affords material relief from the present coal shortage. 
It is an inconvenience but will mean great relief to them in the way 
of keeping mills operating and will result in a big saving to the 
country in the conservation of bituminous coal, of which there is a 
large deficit in production. 

Silt, a very fine screening of anthracite coal, is being mixed with 
the bituminous coal in the proportion of 25 per cent to 75 per cent 
bituminous. 

The owners are using large quantities of this silt for the summer 
months, for it is understood that it cannot be shipped after cold 
weather arrives. This enables them to conserve bituminous coal. 
There is plenty of this fine screening available, it is claimed. This 
combination does not result in a financial saving, despite the fact 
that the price of silt is low compared to bituminous. Taking effi- 
ciency into consideration it is figured that there is no financial 
advantage, but it saves the bituminous supply. 

None of the local news print manufacturers have received notice 
that they had been placed on the priorities list, so far as coal ship- 
ments are concerned, despite the fact that Edward N. Smith, 
county fuel administrator, was informed that that would be done 
at once. 


To Appeal from Paper Stock Decision 


L. S. Rowe, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, in a letter to 
the assistant attorney general at New York, has directed that an 
appeal be taken from the decision of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers involving the classification of certain waste 
bagging and paper stock. In his letter the secretary says: 

The department is in receipt of your letter of the 7th instant, 
inviting attention to the decision of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers of May 17, 1918, Abstract 42182, involving the 
classification of certain waste bagging. 

The merchandise had been assessed with duty at the rate of 10 
per cent ad valorem as waste not specially provided for under para- 
graph 384 of the tariff act of October 3, 1913, but a part of the 
same was held by the board to be free of duty as paper stock under 
paragraph 566 of the said act, although it appears that there was 
no satisfactory evidence in the record that the merchandise is used 
chiefly for paper making. 

In accordance with your recommendation, you are hereby re- 
quested to file, in the name of the Secretary of the Treasury, an 
application with the United States Court of Customs Appeals for a 
review of the said decision, in accordance with the provisions of 
subsection 29 of section 28 of the tariff act of August 5, 1909.

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PAPER DEMAND IS ACTIVE 
FOR ALL LINES IN CANADA 


Mills Are Running to Capacity and Are Finding it Difficult to 
Keep Up with Orders—Higher Prices Are Regarded as 
Certain to Come—Critical Time Is Looked Forward to 
Later in the Summer—Shortage of Labor Regarded 
as Certain When Men Are Required for Next Year's 
Supply of Pulp Wood—Canadian Associations Agree to 
Use Substance Numbers—Heads Beaver Pulp Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, June 24, 1918.—Activity continues in ali departments 
of the paper business. Mills are running to capacity and are find- 
ing it difficult to keep up with orders which are falling consider- 
ably behind. In a good many cases prices have been withdrawn 
and orders are taken subject to the price prevailing when shipments 
are made. Jobbers are unusually busy and report the last few 
weeks as about the best in the history of the trade. Notwithstand- 
ing this activity, it is a little difficult to understand just what is 
back of the movement unless it is that printers and other large 
consumers are stocking up in anticipation of higher prices. The 
printing business, as a matter of fact, is quiet, and there has been a 
pretty general curtailment all round in the consumption of paper. 


Higher Prices Inevitable 

Higher prices are regarded as inevitable. For the present there 
is no immediate cause for concern. The critical time is later in 
the summer when labor is required for the autumn and winter cut 
of pulp wood in the timber limits of the north country. It is an- 
ticipated that there will be a very serious shortage of men and that 
the cut will in consequence be inadequate. In the meantime last 
winter’s cut and the accumulation of wood brought by the settlers 
to the railway lines in Northern Ontario and Quebec is being 
shipped out rapidly, some two thousand cars a week being handled. 
This relieves any immediate danger of a shortage, though virtually 
it means a using up of reserves. The pinch will be felt next spring, 
unless unforeseen developments produce a normal supply during 
the winter months. 

Adopt Substance Numbers 

Following conferences between the new Canadian Paper Trade 
Association and the Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, there 
has been issued by the latter organization a new substance basis 
on book, writing and ledger papers, which goes into effect on 
July 1 next. This means that in future these lines will be made 
only in conformity with certain substance numbers. Reams will be 
stencilled with their respective substance numbers but will tem- 
porarily also carry the corresponding weight per ream and be sold 
as such. All paper of substance No. 13 (17 x 22—13 Ibs.) will be 
charged for as substance No. 16.

To Head Beaver Cove Lumber & Pulp Co. 

Information to hand from Vancouver indicates that the new 
Beaver Cove Lumber and Pulp Company will prove an important 
addition to the pulp manufacturing capacity of British Columbia. 
The company is headed by W. H. White of Boyne City, Mich., a 
lumberman who has been interested in British Columbia timber 
for many years. W. C. King, Chicago, will be vice-president, and 
among other prominent capitalists interested are Cyrus McCor- 
mick, Alexander Legge and H. B, Utley of the International 
Harvester Company; F. C. Letz, Chicago: W. W. Lufkin, Chicago, 
and others. 

The company expects to be operating its lumber and pulp mill 
some time during the coming winter. This will be located on 
Seaver Cove, a land-locked harbor on Vancouver Island near Alert 
Bay. The plans for the works are about completed and organizing 
1s nOW going on in preparation for starting development. Break- 
ing ground on the site of the mills will start almost immediately. 
Plans for the plant call for five units with an output of 200 tons 
of sulphate pulp per day and lumber accordingly. With due regard 
to the labor situation only one unit will be operated at the start. 
This will have a capacity of 100,000 feet of lumber per day, 60,000 
feet for use in the pulp mill which will have a capacity of 40 tons 
per day. The machinery is all on order, with every probability of 
being delivered on time.

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WAR AID WORK AT KALAMAZOO 
DONE BY BRYANT PAPER CO. 


Excellent Results Have Been Accomplished Under the Direc- 
tion of Mrs. Jane L. Shaw, Who Is in Charge of the 
Welfare Work Among the Female Employees of the Big 
Plant—Kalamazoo Carton Company Changes Its Name 
to the Sutherland Paper Company—Concern Has Been 
Unusually Successful Under the Direction of L. W. 
Sutherland, by Whom It Was Started. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KaLamazoo, Mich., June 24, 1918—The young women em- 
ployees of the Bryant Paper Company have been doing excellent 
work for war aid during the past eight months. This is planned 
and conducted by Mrs. Jane L. Shaw, who is in charge of the 
welfare work among the female employees of the big plant. 

The sub-organization is known as the War Work Knitting 
Club of the Bryant Paper Company and was organized last 
November. 

“When you consider that these girls work from seven in the

morning until five in the evening and many of them are house- 
keepers with children, the question is how could they accom- 
plish so much,” said Mrs. Shaw. “But it is the busy people 
who do things. 

“Some never had a knitting needle in their hands. These 
had to be taught. We met one evening each week all winter 
long and worked from 7 to 9:30 o’clock. Now that the house- 
cleaning season is over I am going to start another class of 
instruction and we will work one evening each week through 
the summer, making socks for the Red Cross and the Navy 
League.” 

Mrs. Shaw has furnished a report of the initial knitting club, 
which shows that there were 41 knitters and that they were 
supplied with 102 hanks of yarn. They produced: 

For the Red Cross: two mufflers, 9 sleeveless sweaters, 17 
pairs wristlets, 15 pairs socks. 

For Navy League: 1 sleeveless sweater, 7 pairs socks. 
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Now the Sutherland Paper Company 
The Kalamazoo Carton Company has changed its name to 
the Sutherland Paper Company. The manager of this concern 
is L. W. Sutherland, who started in a very small way in the 


manufacture and sale of labels and tags. He has expanded 
that business until it is an important enterprise and about 18 
months ago embarked in the manufacture of cartons and 
helped to organize the Kalamazoo Sanitary Carton Company, 
capital $25,000. This concern has gone ahead at a remarkable 
rate and now has a capital of $200,000 and, as announced in a 
recent issue of the Paper TRADE JouRNAL, has added a com- 
plete parchment and waxed paper division. 


Largest Rosin Distilling Plants in World 


The Western Paper Makers Chemical Company, which 
operates plants in this city, Easton, Pa.; Holyoke, Mass., and 
Watertown, N. Y., has completed the erection of the two 
largest rosin distilling and refining plants in the world. These 
operations were carried on at Pensacola and Goulding, Fila., 
under the direct supervision of William J. Lawrence, vice- 
president and general manager of the company, and directly in 
charge of the Kalamazoo plant. 

The work of construction occupied a large portion of the 
winter just closed and resulted in the erection of the two 200 
barrel stills, giving a total capacity of 400 barrels a day. Each 
plant covers about 25 acres of ground and consists of numer- 
ous small buildings. The construction is wooden frame work 
and galvanized iron sheathing. Excessive insurance rates 
make it desirable to follow this line of construction and in 
case of fire to be able to confine the loss to small units. 

These plants were erected and placed in operation by April 1 
and no word of the enterprise reached the outside world until 
Mr. Lawrence was interviewed and gave some interesting facts 
on the industry. One of the chief products of the Western 
Paper Makers Chemical Company is the preparation of rosin 
sizing, a most important commodity in the manufacture of 
paper. In fact, this concern is the heaviest consumer of rosin 


in the world, taking annually about 25 percent of the entire 
production in America. 


Mr. Lawrence Explains the Improvement 


“It was our desire to always be sure oi securing an adequate 
supply of rosin that induced us to erect the two plants in ques- 
tion,” said Mr. Lawrence. “Practically all the rosin of the 
world is produced in the United States. There is some made 
in Russia, but any industry in Russia at this time is a negligi- 
ble quantity of minor importance. Pensacola is the center of 
the industry in America. 

“Our company alone in its four plants requires 750 barrels a 
day, or one-quarter of the world’s output. 

“In the past the rosin industry has been in a rather crude 
state. It has been produced largely by farmers in certain sec- 
tions of the South. They would tap the trees and take the 
gum secured and store it until fall. Then each farmer in his 
small still would refine this gum or pitch, extracting the alco- 
hol. The method was unsatisfactory as much of the rosin, 
especially that in the big vats near the fire, would often be 
badly burned and unfit for our use. It was frequently very 
dirty and could not be used for that reason. 

“It was to eliminate these difficulties that we erected the two 
plants and devised methods of producing pure rosin, using 
super-heated steam in the refining process. We are able to 
pay the farmers enough for the raw gum to make it an object 
to them to discontinue the refining process themselves. The 
rosin is shipped in bulk, thereby saving a large amount in bar- 
rels and packing. We sell the turpentine to varnish makers.” 

During his protracted stay in the South, Mr. Lawrence con- 
tracted rheumatism and has been confined to his home for over 
five weeks as a result.

Weekly Reports Show That Production, Shipments and Stocks 
of Book Paper Averaged About the Same as for the 
Month of April—-Prices of Sulphite in May Were About 
the Same As Prices in April, But the Prices of Soda 
Pulp Show a Marked Advance—Circulation Figures 
Show a Slight Increase in Percentage of Free Copies and 
Overs From Publications Using News Print.

Wasuincton, D. C., June 24, 1918—The Federal Trade Com- 
mission says: Weekly reports from 48 book paper manufacturers 
operating 74 mills for the month of May, 1918, show the follow- 
ing results:

Pulp Prices 


More than half the contract deliveries of bleached suplhite 
(No. 1 grade) were at prices ranging from $110 to $115 per ton, 
and the remainder at from $100 to $108 per ton. About 37 per 
cent of the current deliveries of bleached suplhite was at prices 
ranging from $110 to $115; 26 per cent ranged from $100 to $105. 

The bulk of the contract deliveries of unbleached sulphite 
was at prices ranging from $60 to $69 per ton. Current deliveries 
of unbleached sulphite showed a wide range from $60 to $95 per 
ton, depending upon the quality. 

About 82 per cent of the soda pulp contract deliveries was at 
prices ranging from $80 to $85. About 10 per cent ranged from 
$70 to $78; 75 per cent of the current deliveries was at prices 
ranging from $80 to $85, and 25 per cent ranging from $90 to $95. 

The prices of sulphite in May were about the same as the prices 
in April. Prices of soda pulp show a marked advance.

The price of 3.10 cents fixed as “fair and reasonable” by the 
Federal Trade Commission for news print, as announced in last 
week’s issue of the PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, but received too late to 
comment on at that time, is disappointing. While the desire of 
the commission to be absolutely impartial in the matter is not 
questioned it would seem that a serious mistake had been made. 

The new price provides for an advance of but $2.00 per ton. 
The former price of 3 cents, it was contended, by the mills did not 
furnish a profit commensurate with the risks involved and just 
how the slight advance furnished by the new price can be ex- 
pected to bring the relief that had been looked for is difficult to 
fathom. 

Of course the situation is not as bad just now as it is certain 
to be later, when under the provision of the decision which fixes 
the price for the duration of the war and three months there- 
after conditions will be decidedly more adverse to the manufac- 


turers than they are at present. Freight rates are just being 


greatly raised, and pulp wood and various other raw materials 
promise to be much scarcer and consequently more expensive. 

The question of labor also naturally is a most important one. 
This question, it will be recollected, was brought up by the unions 
in the Spring with the idea of having it adjusted before May 1 
when the old agreement expired, but was referred to the Taft- 
Walsh commission when arbitration of the matter was deferred 
pending the decision of the commission. It was hoped that the 
price determined upon by the Federal Trade Commission would 
be so obviously “fair and reasonable” that there would be no 
question about granting the demands of the men. Judging from 
the expressions of disapproval of the 3.10 cent price from many 
of the foremost news print men, however, it is not at all certain 
that the manufacturers will feel justified in granting any increase 
in wages. 

Fortunately the decision is not final as at the time when it was 
agreed by certain leading manufacturers to have the Federal 
Trade Commission investigate the news print situation it was 
provided that the decision of this body might be reviewed in the

advantage of by the manufacturers concerned in the case cannot 
be definitely stated at this writing but it may be fairly assumed 
that such a review of the case will be requested and ‘those best 
acquainted with the situation will pretty confidently look forward 


to a price higher than that just named. 


Canadian Government Unfair 
Mr. Edward Beck, who acts as publicity manager for the Cana- 
dian Pulp & Paper Association, has come out with a statement 
that the pulp and paper trade is being most unfairly treated by 


the Canadian Government. Writing to the papers criticizing the 
action of the Government in prohibiting the importation of certain 
articles into Canada, so as to cut down Canada’s adverse balance 
of trade, he says, it is pertinent to enquire whether the encourage- 
ment of Canadian exports to the United States would not be more 
to the purpose. 

Continuing he says that, “such a natural solution, if involved, 
would imply that the Government, among other things, should 
cease harassing the Canadian pulp and paper industry, which for 
months past has been put to immense difficulties and enormous 
expense to maintain its United States market, largely through the 
action of our own Government in forcing, by arbitrary and wholly 
indefensible methods, Canadian news print paper manufacturers 
to supply Canadian newspaper publishers with paper at a price 
wholly incompatible with its cost to produce. 

“As evidence of the truth of this statement, I may say that in 
their appearances before the Federal Trade Commission in Wash- 
ington, which is now engaged in fixing a price for news print 
paper in the United States for the period of the war, and for 
three months thereafter, the Canadian manufacturers have been 
confronted repeatedly with the fact that the Canadian Govern- 
ment has already established as a fair price for news print paper 
an amount much below the American price. Not alone that, but 
representatives of the Canadian newspaper publishers, who had 
a hand in reducing the price in Canada, have also appeared in 
Washington, where they have consulted with and assisted the 
American interests who are concerned in keeping down the price 
of this important Canadian product. The record also shows that 
in one instance at least an employee of a Canadian Government 
appeared as a witness in Washington and gave evidence detri- 
mental to his own country, 

“If the Canadian manufacturers succeed in maintaining their 
American market on a fair basis it will not be due to any assist- 
ance or encouragement they have received from the Canadian 
Government, but, on the contrary, in the face of opposition and 
discouragement where they had every right to expect the reverse. 

“Our annual production of pulp and paper products exceeds in 
value $80,000,000, of which $60,000,000 worth finds its way into 
foreign markets, chiefly in the United States, where they are sold 
for cash. Given a fair opportunity, and unoppressed by Govern- 
mental restrictions, these exports would this year have been in- 
creased by from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000. Government interfer- 
ence resulted in putting an immediate stop to expansion of the 
industry. Capital refused to venture in a field subject to such 
uncertainty. Contracts already let for new mills and increased 
machinery were cancelled. For eighteen months the industry has 
been at a standstill, while all the time the country has been suf- 
fering from lack of expansion of its foreign trade. 

“Mr. George H. Mead, president of the largest paper-producing 
company in Canada, and an acknowledged expert on the industry, 
is authority for the statement that ‘if the Canadian pulp and 
paper industry be allowed to exist and to prosper, I am willing 
to predict that within another year the entire amount of manu- 
factured exports of the pre-war year will not only be equaled, but 
far surpassed by the exports of pulp and paper, and that a trade 
balance which in normal times has been against Canada, may be 
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made an actual balance in favor of Canada by this one industry 
alone, within a very few years.’ 

“Tf it is necessary for the Government to prohibit the importa- 
tion of shelled peanuts in order to help right our balance of trade 


with the United States, surely we ought to be willing to forego 


playing peanut politics with our greatest exporting industry.” 

There is so much sound sense in the foregoing that under ordi- 
nary circumstances it might be expected to have a helpful influence 
in causing the Canadian Government to view the paper situation 
in a fairer light than it has in the past. Judging by experience, 
however, this is not likely, unfortunately, to happen in the very 
immediate future. 


A Statement to the Trade 


Beecher, Peck & Lewis, of Detroit, Mich., have issued a state- 
ment to their customers regarding present trade conditions which 
will be read with considerable interest by the trade generally. The 
statement follows 

“Our Country Is at War—We are confronted daily by en- 
tirely new and unusual situations which tend to disrupt and dis- 
organize the customary business routine with which we have all 
become familiar. 

“The situation prompts us clearly to define our responsibility 
and to call attention to our terms, that we may avoid controversy 
and misunderstanding with our friends. 

“QuoTaTIoNs—Quotations not accepted the day of receipt, are 
liable to withdrawal or advance, unless time for acceptance has 
been specified. Firm quotations on mill shipments are almost 
impossible to secure, as mills, when able to accept tonnage, are 
making their agreements subject to prices prevailing at time of 
shipment. 

“Prices—Subject to change without notice. 

“TrerMS—These are applicable strictly from date of shipment 
regardless of delay in transportation or any other cause beyond 
our control. No discount for cash can be allowed after the dis- 
count period has elapsed. 

“RESPONSIBILITY—Our 
shipments to the carrier, 
purchaser. 


responsibility ceases upon delivery of 
at which time the title passes to the 
Claims for loss or damage should be made as soon 
as possible at the point of destination, and we offer you our serv- 
ices in assisting you to settle your claims.

“These rulings are absolutely necessary in face of existing con- 
ditions and are not made arbitrarily. Our mill connections, and 
in fact all lines of industry, are adopting the same customs, and 
we have no recourse other than to do likewise.” 


Importers Oppose Restriction Order 


restrictions on the importation of casein are regarded 
seriously. While some dealers declare that there is 
enough casein in the country to last for a year to come, the 
majority of dealers believe that unless the restrictions are re- 
moved serious results will follow. In an interview Henry 
Atterbury, of Atterbury Brothers, one of the well known firms 
of casein importers, gave out the following statement: 

“The amount of casein that is produced in this country is 
not known. It varies according to the demand for cheese, 
powdered milk, and the price of pork. 

“It is known, however, that from 6 to 10,000 tons of casein 
have been imported annually into this country, from various 
parts of the world, for the past ten years. Now every pound 
of this casein has been consumed, together with all the do- 


The 


most 
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mestic casein that we have produced. As there is nothing to 
justify the thought that the amount of consumption will de- 
crease in the future, it is natural to believe that we will have 
to make from 6,000 to 10,000 tons more of casein each year in 
this country. 

“To do this would seriously affect our food supply as a good 
deal of powdered milk which is now used to feed chickens and 
hogs would have to be turned into casein. This would be a 
deliberate waste of food as the countries from which we now 
import casein do not use powdered milk for food purposes. 
The question of shipping is small compared to the food ques- 
tion and for that reason the government ought to reconsider 
its decision of last week.” 


University to Give Course in Paper Making 


The University of Syracuse, of Syracuse, N. Y., will add a 
course in paper making to its curriculum next year. All branches 
of the paper making industry from how the raw materials are col- 
lected, down to how the finished product is turned out will be 
taught. The university has engaged C. F. Hammil, a chemist, to 
visit different mills and to make a report on the various methods 
of turning out paper. There has long been a need for just such a 
course and there is little doubt that there will be many to seize 
the opportunity to learn the paper business. 


Mr. Pareira Leaves Badger Bag & Paper Co.

Cuicaco, June 24, 1918—A. Pareira, manager of sales and until 
recently vice-president of the Badger Bag and Paper Company, 
has tendered his resignation to the company to become effective 
July first and his resignation has been accepted.

Urges Prohibition of White Paper on Boxes 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

PHILADELPHIA, June 24, 1918—A recommendation that will 
have a far reaching effect upon the paper and paper box indus- 
tries, if carried out and indirectly upon scores of other lines 
of business has been made by Harry B. Hoffman, president of 
the Philadelphia Paper Box Company, in a letter to Secretary 
of Commerce William C. Redfield. In brief, it is that the gov- 
ernment issue regulations prohibiting the use during the war 
of white paper on paper boxes of any description. 

According to estimates made by Mr. Hoffman, this would 
mean a saving in the nation of one thousand tons of white 
paper daily. In Philadelphia alone, he says, the saving would 
be twenty tons a day. He believes that a great deal of the 
prevailing scarcity of paper could be eliminated by the adop- 
tion of his suggestion. Mr. Hoffman also has recommended 
to Secretary Redfield a reduction in the number and variety of 
colors used in dyeing paper boxes. 

The estimates of saving by adoption of his suggestions are 
based on a production of 2,000,000 boxes daily in this city. Mr. 
Hoffman says that it costs $3 to put white paper on one thou- 
sand boxes. “No box mill in this city is now able to run at 
more than fifty percent of its capacity,” he says, “because of 
labor scarcity. A great deal of labor is demanded by the prac- 
tice of attaching fancy fly leaves to the inside of boxes and of 
pasting paper on the outside. Nearly all of this operation has 
to be performed by hand.” 

Mr. Hoffman has further advocated the manufacture of 
boxes from old newspapers, under government order. The 
chief advantage to be gained from this would be to free thou- 
sands of pounds of paper now held in storage by the Red 
Cross, without any outlet, the mills being for the most part 
well stocked up. Mr. Hoffman believes that the saving in 
manufacturing expense could be passed along to the consumer 
and that it would mean important reductions in costs of many 
lines now using high priced packing boxes.

Will Investigate Power Treaty 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NrAGARA Fatts, N. Y., June 25, 1918.—Representative Charles 
3ennett Smith of Buffalo has succeeded in jamming through the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs his resolution calling on the 
Secretary of State to investigate and determine if the building 
of the Chippewa-Queenston power canal by the Ontario Hydro- 
Electric Commission is a violation of the power treaty between 
Great Britain and the United States. There is no doubt but what 
the investigation will be started this summer. 

While the sponsor of the investigation claims that he be- 
lieves that the canal power scheme would violate the treaty 
by taking water from the river above the falls and failing to 
restore it above the gorge, nevertheless, it is believed that the 
new Canadian development would really take more than the 
60,000 cubic feet of water per second—the limit allowed by the 
Anglo-Saxon agreement. If the investigation showed either 
of the above violations it is said that steps will be taken to 
abrogate the treaty, especially during the war, when both na- 
tions feel that all the power possible should be generated to 
carry out the plans of Woodrow Wilson and John Bull to 
carry the fight to Fritz. The paper manufacturers here are 
greatly interested in the outcome of the investigation. For the 
more power generated the better chance the three big paper 
mills shut down by the power administrator, have of starting’ 
operations. The plants closed are the International company, 
the Cliff company and the Defiance company. 


R. M. Myers Enlists in Navy 


The paper trade will be interested in learning that R. E. Myers, 
general manager of the R. M. Myers & Co., wholesale paper 
merchants, Rochester, has enlisted for service in the U. S. Navy. 
While Mr. Myers has been devoting his time in the past in the 
management of his Rochester company, he is also vice-president 
of the Garden City Paper Mills Company, Limited, and of the 
American Gypsum Company. He has also served as a director of 
the Pulver Manufacturing Company, gum manufacturers of 
Rochester. He is to be congratulated on the step. During his 
absence the management of R. M. Myers & Co. will be in the hands 
of David F. Teetor.

Resolution of the War Labor Policies Board 

The War Labor Policies Board authorizes the publication 
of the following: 

Whereas, The recent unco-ordinated activities of government 
contractors in the matter of hiring labor for war industry have 
resulted in competitive bidding by one contractor against an- 
other for the available labor at any scale deemed expedient 
for the occasion, which has resulted in producing restlessness 
and wasteful movement of labor from one industry to another; 

And Whereas, It is absolutely essential to the stabilization 
of industry throughout the United States that all wages for 
both skilled and unskilled labor engaged in war work be 
standardized; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That wages paid by Government 
Departments and contractors engaged in war work should 
after conference with representatives of labor and by industrial 
management be stabilized by this board; that the Committee 
on Standardization is hereby instructed to proceed with its 
work with all possibie expedition, and that as soon as such 
standardized established, the full influence and 
authority of all Departments of the Government represented 
on this Board will be exercised to maintain them.

Size, Shape and Color of Certain Envelopes 

The Post Office Department issues the following: 

Many persons and concerns are mailing letters and other matter 
in envelopes which are of such size or shape as to cause serious 
difficulty in handling the matter in the mails. In some cases the 
envelopes are extremely large or very small, while in other cases 
they are of triangular, circular, or other irregular shape. It is fre- 
quently necessary to cancel the postage stamps on such matter of 
unusual size or shape by hand, as the matter cannot be run through 
the canceling machines. In many instances the matter does not fit 
the separating cases and cannot be tied with ordinary packages of 
mail without being folded or cut by the package string. This im- 
poses additional and unnecessary labor upon the Postal Service, 
prevents the expeditious treatment of the matter, and often results 


in its reaching the addressee in a mutilated condition. 
Demand Active in Philadelphia 
FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, June 24, 1918—Dealers here report continued 
heavy demand in all lines of both coarse and fine paper, despite 
the upward movement marked within the last few weeks. Indica- 
tions are that consumers at last are realizing that it will be some 
time before prices show a general decline in any line and are 
inclined to stock up at the best figures obtainable, it is said. 

Operation of the new licensing law for second-hand and junk 
dealers in this city has cut down the number of “one man” stock 
dealers considerably. So far it has not affected the supply of 
paper stock ordinarily coming in through these channels, how- 
ever, according to representative paper stock dealers in this city.

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APPARATUS FOR REGENERATING OLD PAPER 


A patent for regenerating old papers has just been granted to 
Bertrand Andre Navarre, of Lyons, France, which the inventor 
interestingly describes as follows: 

This invention relates to a process of and apparatus for the 
regeneration of old paper by converting it into a pulp which 
can be utilized in the same way as virgin pulp. 

The invention is illustrated in the accompanying diagrammatic 
drawing which shows in vertical cross-section that part of the 
apparatus in which the first operation of the process is carried 
out. 

The process consists in first triturating old paper in a water 
bath, and then in washing the pulp obtained, in order to remove 
therefrom printing ink or manuscript writing ink. 


In the processes used at present for regenerating old paper, 


the tearing to pieces in a semidry state, to which the material is 


throughout the 


subjected, results in the ink being diffused mass 
and caused by pressure, to adhere to the fibres in such a manner 


that subsequent washing is powerless to remove it. 
The invention is based in principle on the observation sug- 


gested by experiments, that if old printed or written paper is 
triturated in a water bath, subsequent washing carried out under 
the conditions hereinafter described, removes from the pulp any 
traces of printing or writing ink. 

In view of the foregoing, and in order to bring about the tri- 
turation of the paper, it is introduced into a vat (1) containing 
water, preferably hot, in a suitable quantity. At the bottom of 
such as 2 
3 mounted with their axes either horizontal or vertical. 


the said vat are arranged agitators or stirrers and 


These agitators or stirrers are provided with blades placed 
approximately at an angle of 45 deg., relatively to a plane normal 
to their axes; and the blades of the stirrers are arranged to 


overlap during rotation. 

Old paper introduced into the vat 1, under the combined action 
of water and of the agitators 2 and 3 which rotate over station- 
ary parts preferably provided with relatively long projections or 
teeth 4, is torn 


and triturated. 


A pump 5 (preferably centrifugal), which, however, can be 
an elevator of any desired type, takes the pulp from the bottom 
of the vat (as soon as the paper is sufficiently broken up and 
discharges it upward, so as to return it again into the cycle, the 
discharge pipe 6 opens into a bucket 7 in which rotates a cyl- 
inder 8 provided with longitudinal grooves. The pulp is forced 
to pass between the cylinder and the grooved bottom surface of 


the bucket 7, and js thus rolled and crushed during its passage. 


The pulp thus obtained is necessarily gray owing to the dif- 
fusion in the mass of printing or writing ink. Up to the present 
the known means for destroying the adhesion of ink to the fibers, 
consisted in treating the defibered paper by any desired detergent, 
for instance soap. The washing operation hereinafter described, 
does away with the use of any chemical means. This washing 
operation consists substantially in causing the triturated pulp to 
flow in a liquid state over a wire screen arranged at a conveni- 
ent angle to the horizontal. In flowing over the screen, the 
water passes through the meshes, while the fibers adhere to the 
screen. A fresh supply of water is then poured on the pulp 
which, being thus slope of the 


When this fresh water has passed through the screen, 


agan diluted, moves down the 


screen. 
another supply of water is poured on which again causes the 


pulp to advance down the screen and so on. These successive 


washings on an inclined plane result in the pulp arriving at the 
lower end of the screen completely free from ink. 


Having now particularly described and ascertained the nature 


of the said invention and in what manner the same is to be 


performed, as communicated to me by my foreign correspond- 
ents, I declare that what I claim is:

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New York Market Review 


Office of the Paper Trape Journat, 
New York, June 25, 1918. 

The news print price which the Federal Trade Commission fixed 
last week has caused a great deal of dissatisfaction. News print 
manufacturers have not decided yet as to what action they will 
take to obtain a reversal of the decision, but that they will take 
some action is beyond doubt. 

All grades of fine papers are in good demand, and all mills are 
working hard to meet this demand. Prices have not changed 
very much this week, book, coated and lithograph, being the only 
grades to advance. 

Wrapping paper continues active, with very little change in 
price. The great demand has caused a shortage in several grades, 
and dealers do not expect the market to be normal again for some 
time to come. 

The board market has not changed any during the past week. 
The demand is very strong, and prices are high. 


Mechanical Pulp 


Ground wood continues steady. The price of $28@32 has not 
changed any, but with the demand, which grows stronger daily, 
dealers are expecting a rise in the near future. The speed with 
which the producers get rid of their stock, shows that there will 
be a shortage, rather than a surplus of mechanical pulp, in the 
near future. 

Chemical Pulp 


Foreign bleached sulphite which has for some time been quoted 
as nominal, is now quoted at $9.50@10.50. Of the domestic grades, 
Mitserlich and kraft, are by far the most active. In the former 
especially dealers are looking for a shortage in the near future. 
Bleached sulphate has made a slight advance, but all other grades 
are practically the same. 

Rags 

The present rag boom has not yet reached its height. Dealers 
are satisfied, however, as this is a good healthy boom, rather than 
speculation. Prices have gone higher than they went two years 
ago when speculation sent them up. For example, new white shirt 
cuttings No. 1 only went as high as 13 two years ago, and they 
are now quoted at 15c. This is also true of other grades. 

Bagging 

Prices of bagging are high, and dealers expect them to go still 
higher. But as in the case of rags, the boom is a natural boom 
and not the result of speculation. Mixed bagging has shown the 
greatest advance during the past week and is now quoted at 3@ 
3.25. 

Paper Stock 

The paper stock market has shown more action during the past 
week than it has heretofore. Several items have taken big strides 
upward. Shavings, hard white No. 1, have advanced again, as also 
have several of the other grades. 

Twines 

The twine market is stronger now than it has been in some time. 
Dealers report that business is booming and prices are high in all 
grades, Paper makers’ twine balls have jumped to 19@20c. and 
others grades have made corresponding increases. 


Secretary McAdoo’s Views on Taxes 


Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo, in connection with the new 
revenue bill to be passed by Congress, had some interesting things 
last week to say about conditions of the Treasury. Speaking of 
the present taxes, Mr. McAdoo said: 


“The existing excess profits tax does not always reach war 
profits. The rates of excess profits taxation are graduated and 


of 80 per cent. on all war profits. The Government departments, 
under great pressure as they are to get necessary war materials 
and supplies with the utmost expedition, can not in the nature of 
things fix their prices nor guard their contracts in such a way 
as to avoid the possibility of profiteering. The one sure way is 
to tax away the excessive profits when they have been realized. 
I do not say this in a spirit of criticism of the corporations or 
business men of the country, who have for the most part loyally 
supported the Government. In entering into war contracts they 
take grave risks. They are called upon to make vast expenditures 
of capital for purposes which may prove unproductive after the 
war. They are not to be blamed in these circumstances for 
asking for prices and terms which cover those risks. On the 
other hand, when the risk has been liquidated by proper allow- 
ances, and the contract has proved profitable, the Government 
should take back in taxes all profits above a reasonable reward. 
Under existing law, that does not happen because the tax rates 
are not high enough and can not safely be made high enough, 
since the test now is not how much profits are due to the war, 
but what relation the profits bear to capital invested. 
pany with swollen capital and huge war profits escapes.” 
recommendations to the Ways and Means 
House, the Secretary said: 

“If I may, without impropriety, offer a suggestion as to the 
proposed revenue measure, I should recommend: 
the maximum is 60 per cent. In Great Britain there is a flat rate 

“(1) That one-third of the cash expenditures to be made 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, be provided by 
taxation. According to my estimates, this would involve raising 
$8,000,000,000 through taxation. 

“(2) That a real war-profits tax at a high rate to be levied 
upon all war profits. This tax should be superimposed upon the 
existing excess profits tax in such a way that the taxpayer should 
be required to pay whichever tax is the greater. The existing 
excess profits tax should be amended in certain important par- 
ticulars so as to remove inequalities. 

“(3) That there should be a substantial increase in the amount 
of normal income tax upon so-called unearned incomes. Under 
existing law earned incomes above certain exemptions are taxed 
4 per cent. as an income tax, and 8 per cent. as an excess profits 
tax, making a total of 12 per cent., while unearned incomes, de- 
rived from securities, etc., are taxed only 4 per cent. The 8 per 
cent. tax should be recognized as an income tax and the rate of 
12 per cent. (4 per cent. normal and 8 per cent. excess profits) 
should be retained in respect to earned incomes, while a higher 
rate than 12 per cent. should be imposed on unearned incomes. 

“(4) That heavy taxation be imposed upon all luxuries.”

May Have to Pack Hosiery in Paper 


The question of packing hosiery in paper may be forced on 
the domestic knit goods trade regardless of how buyers feel 


about the subject. In some quarters it is reported that mills are 
without any box board supplies and in some cases they are 
unable to obtain any definite idea as to when further supplies 
will be available for them. This, according to the Knit Goods 
edition of the Journal of Commerce, is putting them face to 
face with the necessity of packing in paper or else delaying 
shipment until additional supplies of box board arrive. 

Some sort of an allowance is generally sought for the differ- 
ence in packing, but with all factors that enter into the packing 
of merchandise on the upswing mills generally find that the paper 
packing costs about as much as the box packing, so it is not 
possible to make much, if any, allowance for the difference. 
This single phase of the situation is not setting very well with 
many of the buyers, who feel that additional profit is resulting 
from the substitution method of packing.

The figures indicate a slight decrease in the percentage of re- 
turns, free copies, “overs,” and “arrears” of all publications using 
news print paper. There was a considerable increase in the per- 
centage of returned copies of semi-monthly and monthly period- 
icals and magazines during the month. 

Several important daily newspapers showed excessive returns, 
two in New York City more than 26 per cent. One Philadelphia 
newspaper showed free copies amounting to 7.5 per cent and 
returns of 6.8 per cent, making a total of 14 per cent for the 
month. One large monthly using news print showed “arrears” of 
almost 55 per cent, another showed a total of 26 per cent for 
“overs,” free copies and arrears. 

Some of the monthly magazines continue to show excessive 
returns. One reported returns of more than 41 per cent, another 
18 per cent, and two 15 per cent each. One monthly magazine also 
reported free copies amounting to 33 per cent, together with more 
than 20 per cent in arrears three months or more. Some of the 
weekly magazines also showed similar percentages of waste, one 
showing returns of more than 45 per cent, another 32 per cent, 
and several about 20 per cent, in addition to the free copies and 
copies to subscribers “in arrears.” The above figures indicate 
that some publishers are not responding to the appeal of the Gov- 
ernment to curtail wastes. 


News Print Consumption Heavy in May 

During the month of May there was some improvement in con- 
ditions, but the consumption of paper by newspaper publishers was 
so heavy that there was very little gain in stocks, and the con- 
sumption of periodical paper by magazine and periodical publish- 
ers exceeded domestic production. This shows the necessity of 
reducing consumption. Publishers are again urged to eliminate 
wastes and curtail consumption in every way possible. 

Book Paper for First Two Weeks of June 

The Federal Trade Commission is today making public the fol- 
lowing compilation showing the production and stocks of book 
paper for the first two weeks of June.

ALUM.—Dealers all report an active demand and a short sup- 
ply. The long expected increase in prices has not yet arrived, 
however, and the prices remain: Lump ammonia, 4@4.50c., and 
powdered alum 4.50@4.75c. Lump potash 9@9.25c. per pound. 
Chrome potash, 20@21c. per pound, and chrome ammonia 17@18c. 
per pound, 

BLANC FIXE.—There has been no let up in the demand for 
blanc fixe during the past week. Dealers are having all they can 
do to meet the requirements of the Government, and it takes a 
few weeks to make deliveries to civilian firms. The price has 
remained steady so far, but with the new freight rates an advance 
is expected. The price is 4@S5c. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The bleach market continues steady. 
No changes have been made in prices since last week, and dealers 
report average sales. The prices are: 2.50c. for large drums and 
3c. for smaller drums. 

BRIMSTONE.—The brimstone market is steady. The restric- 
tion on imports of pyrites has caused some commotion, but as 
yet the price of brimstone has not been affected. The price is: 
$35@40 per ton. 

CASEIN.—The restrictions on the imports of casein which 
were made in Washington last week, have caused a great com- 
motion among casein dealers. Until further developments arise no 
quotations will be given. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The caustic soda market has experienced a 
slight slump during the past week. The market is near normal 
again, as last week it was a trifle high. The quotations on spot 
caustic are 4.50@4.75c. 

CHINA CLAY.—Labor conditions in the south are now begin- 
ning to make themselves felt in the china clay market. During 
the past three months the cost of labor has doubled, down south. 
and it is only now that the clay market has been effected. Foreign 
clay remains the same in price, but crude domestic has advanced. 
The prices are: Crude domestic, $7@7.50; washed at the mine, 
* $10@12. Forcign clays range in price from $10@20, according to 
the grade. 

2OSIN.—There has been a general demand for rosin because 
consumers seem anxious to buy a portion of their requirements 
even at the current high prices. Spot stocks of rosin are limited, 
which fact has materially had its influence in causing high prices.
